Those who are avyail- 
ing themselves of the invitation ex- 
tended by the Mexican bison owner, 
Michael Pablo, to join in the world’s 
last hunt of the former lords of the 
plains are as follows: Sheriff W. 8.

By and by the Calgary 
and Edmonton Rallway was built to 
the south bank of the North Saskat- 
chewan But up to only a few years 
aro the slow-going tri-weekly mixed 
trains had to stop till the herd of 
eattle would get up and walk off the 
track. 

The Buflalo’s Stamping Ground. 

Old-timers also tell of the buffalo 
and the days of the tribal wars bet- 
ween the Crees, of the North Saskat- 
chewan, and the Blackfeet and Bloods 
of the south Today the government 
herd of buffalo feed unmolested on 
the banks of the Battle river, the old 
stamping ground of thefr ancestors. 
In the old times there was no govern- 
ment save that of the Hudson

Ancient Battle Ground, 
When scarce of food the red man 
searched for buffalo; conseqtently 
both northerners and southerners met 
on the favorite buffalo pasture on the | 
banks of the Battle river. Many are | 
the stories told of these interviews, 
seldom peaceable, for often a horse or 
a wife or a scalp wound would be 
taken hume as a trophy of the battle. 


This part of the west was the stamp- 
ing ground of the bison and hence the 
battle ground of the various Indian , 


tribes, who lived here long before the 
white men arrived. 
The Battle Ground of the Kailways. 
The buffalo came because of the 
pasture and. the water, just as since 
the white settlers have flocked into 
this district because of the possibilities | 
of successful farming. Since the | 
farmers have come and granaries and 
elevators are more plentiful than wig. 
wams, and the traction engines are 
levelling down the trails and wallows 
of the buffalo, there !s a new epoch in }
